Sunday’s road races at Carlsbad raceway 
heralded ‘the return of AMA sportsman 
road racing to California, Although threat- 
ening weather held down the number of 
witnesses to the come-back, the day’s wet, 
cool breezes only seemed to fan the heat 
of competition among, California’s pavement 
racers. 

Leading the parade of open class road- 
sters was San Diego’s Cal Rayborn, on 
about the hottest side-valve Harley-David- 
son this side of Milwaukee. Not that Cal 
needed all those horses. He seemed to have 
the win well in hand on riding ability 
alone, despite the unrelenting challenge of 
Tom Holt. Travis Petton fell back, misfir- 
ing, after holding second for half the ten 
lap final. 

After unloading in the first turn, and 
getting back on to win his first heat, Dick 
Hammer annexed the 451-649ce main event 
in fine style aboard his Danny Macias- 
tuned Daytona Triumph. Once he learned 
the short way through turn one nobody 
could touch him, including Don Vesco and 
Bruce Holland. 

Ralph White further proved himself a 
road racer of renown by winning the 250ce 
class against charger Chuck Jones. The 
lead in this event changed fifteen times 
between White and Jones, and given 
another turn the outcome might have been 
reversed. 

Always a threat on his Ascot Velocette, 
Jones seems to have found the horse-power 
to match his pavement talent in Neil Keen’s 
potent Yamaha. Let’s hope he gets as good 
a ride for Daytona. The 100-200ce race 
was another performance improvised to a 
lead-swapping theme. Bob Ledford’s beau- 
tifully faired orange Honda was dialled on 
tight to outlast Ken Clark who finished 
2nd overall and 1st - 175 on a bare Ossa. 

And in the combined 0-100ce races little 
Y. Itoh snaked his umpteen-speed Suzuki 
through traffic like a broken field runner

events. Sponsoring clubs will collect 25c 
from each rider for this to be paid into 
the Dist. 37 treasury within one week from 
the date of the event. Neglecting this may 
cost the sponsoring club the right to hold 
any more events in Dit, 37.

KEETER OKAYED 

Various letters were read and comment- 
ed on and the nine Hopetown suspensions 
were discussed. Out of the nine, four have 
been removed from the list and have been 
so notified, including DeWayne Keeter. 

On the new ruling of engine displace- 
ment, it has been amended to exclude the 
Open Class. You may not bring up a 650cc 
machine to 1000cc. 

For 1966 all Enduro riders must have 
license plates and mufflers, and it’s up to 
the sponsoring club to enforce the rule, 
although Committeemen will be at most 
events to check on this. Discussion fol- 
lowed, and President Jean Carter said he 
knew this rule would hurt, but a start had 
to be made somewhere to try and comply 
with the law, In most Enduros, some type 


of city or county road is bound to be 
touched and the law may cooperate more_ 
if the officers see at least mufflers and 
license plates. 


SEPARATE DESERT AND 
ENDURO POINTS 

There followed a request from the floor, 
followed by a motion, to separate Enduro 
and desert points. It was pointed out that 
at one time there were no Enduro points 
given and riders still ride with«a one-day 
plate, But desert riders trying for a number 
one plate must go out and ride every En- 
duro whether they want to or not to keep 
up their points. Failure to do this has cost 
more than one rider a low number the 
following year. Discussion on this was 
lengthy and Jean Carter finally tabled the 
motion to be discussed by the Competition 
Committee and brought up next meeting, 
first thing under old business. 

The Competition Committee will also be 
ruling as to where the check card is to be 
carried. Arguments for and against carrying 
it on the helment or the tank were heard, 
and a decision will be made.
